Cheung Yu-chiu of Hong Kong, who owns 
chain of patent medicine shops in the Ori- 
ent, likes collecting goldfish, but he likes tak- 
ing pictures of them even more. From his 
collection of more than 100 fish, Cheung se- 
lects those with the swimming habits best 
suited to a photographic composition he 
already decided to take.

The act of pho- 
tography has been glorified in the newspicture magazines, and 
even in the newspapers. Publisher and reader enjoy shoptalk 
together. The editor continually points to ‘best shots,’ or 
‘newspicture of the week,’ confident that his clientele is fol- 
lowing every move of the shutter. ... Lire describes how 
Margaret Bourke-White leans far out of her plane to snap 
‘such stunning pictures as the one on p. 26.’ In the writing 
profession, there is nothing that quite corresponds to this 
sort of cameraderie, ,.. Perhaps we make a mistake not to 
make more fuss about the mechanics of our writing. When we 
toss off a particularly neat ablative absolute, or kill a hanging 
participle in the last three seconds of play, maybe our editor 
should call the matter to the attention of the readers.

EDITORIAL 


A HEAD START ON RAGIAL EQUALITY 
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THE PRESIDENT IS ALREADY SHOWING US HOW WE CAN BEST MAKE THE COURT'S DECISION WORK 


“John Marshall has made his decision; now let him enforce 
it,” said President Andrew Jackson in a famous defiance of 
the Supreme Court. Enforcement—its degree, its speed, its 
method—is also the big unsettled question about last week’s 
historic court decision against segregation in the public 
schools (pp. 10-15). Implementation of the court's decrees 
will be slow and difficult and is chiefly a state problem. But 
at least there will be no White House inaction this time. 
On the contrary, what the White House can do for racial 
equality it will do; it has already been doing it. 

Within 24 hours of the court’s decision the White House 
asked the commissioners who govern the District of Colum- 
bia to comply with this decision as soon as possible. President 
Eisenhower wants the city of Washington—whose school 
population is’ one-half Negro—to serve as a model for the 
country. As he recently told a visitor, it was unthinkable 
that the two thirds of the world which is colored should 
see us fail in solving the problem of segregation in the 
nation’s capital. 

Dwight Eisenhower has put more personal effort into 
solving the race problem than any President since Lincoln. 
Unlike his predecessor, who tried publicly but unsuccess- 
fully to force civil rights legislation through a hostile Con- 
gress, Eisenhower has worked often secretly but always effec- 
tively to eliminate discrimination both 
the federal government. 

Two days after he had taken the oath of office, the Dis- 
trict Court of Appeals knocked down two laws prohibiting 
discrimination in Washington restaurants. With full presi- 
dential backing, the Attorney General intervened so 
ously that within four months a Supreme Court reversal 
abolished this discrimination. With the same backing, Eisen- 
hower's newly appointed chairman of the D.C. Board of 
Commissioners, Samuel Spencer, gave the restaurant own- 
ers 48 hours to comply with the new law. 

In May 1953 Eisenhower asked Jack Warner of the movies 
to hel him eliminate Jim Crow from Washington theaters. 
This was accomplished so quietly that when a group of 
banner-bearing pickets marched on a downtown theater last 
summer and were sold tickets, they were so surprised they 
couldn’t decide whether to go in or go home. Except for a few 
neighborhood movies, which are apparently waiting for Gen- 
eral Jubal A. Early to capture the capital, Negroes can now go 
into any Washington theater and sit where they choose. 

Up to last week, Spencer at White House urging had abol- 
ished segregation in 21 of the District government's 23 de- 
partments. He has included a nondiscrimination clause in 
all contracts let by the District. Last week the recreation 
board outlawed segregation in parks, swimming pools and 
other public facilities. The commission next expects to com- 
plete its integration of the District jails, and to merge the 
white and Negro fire companies. 


Nor are Eisenhower’s actions confined to the affairs of the 
District. He has appointed more than a dozen Negroes to 
important government positions, notably J. Ernest Wilkins 
of Chicago, Assistant Secretary of Labor for International 
‘Affairs and the first Negro to achieve subcabinet rank. Sher- 
man Adams’ staff includes the first White House Negro sec- 
retary. The White House staff Christmas party last year in- 
cluded colored employes for the first time. 

‘The attack on segregation in the armed forces began under 
Truman and broke through during the Korean war; it has 


been continued and intensified under Eisenhower. Army 
posts, says Secretary Wilson, will be rid of its last vestige 
by next year. When the Navy ordered Jim Crow out of the 
washrooms and cafeterias of all naval shore establishments, 
white civilian navy yard workers in Charleston, $.C. put 
the paper covers that protect toilet seats around their necks 
and called them “Eisenhower collars.” This failed to slow 
the attack. The Navy has abolished separate recruitment for 
stewards. West Point has stopped using only Negro person- 
nel as mess attendants. In the vast majority of veterans’ hos- 
pitals, North and South, both staffs and patients are now 
completely mixed. One new hospital in Salisbury, N.C. has an 
extra swimming pool on its hands as a result of integration. 

AIL U.S. attorneys and all FBI agents now get special in- 
doctrination in civil rights law enforcement. On May 14 two 
white Alabamans were found guilty by a federal jury of hold- 
ing Negroes in slavery on their farm. The crime was unus- 
ual; a conviction for it in the deep South was still more 
unusual; but most unusual of all was the energy behind 
the federal prosecution, 


Last August, Eisenhower fulfilled the campaign promise 
by which he had defended his opposition to a federal fair 
employment law. He created a committee to enforce fair em- 
ployment among federal contractors. Cynics expected it to be 
a form of window dressing. To their surprise it is a serious 
and hard-working committee of able people, chaired by Vice 
President Nixon. When he double-checked the list of accept- 
ances, the President smiled: ‘What I want is an A-1 commit- 
tee and this is it.” He follows carefully the committee’s work, 
which, like that of the more successful state fair employment 
committees, is mostly behind the scenes. For instance, com- 
mittee members John Roosevelt and Helen Rogers Reid per- 
suaded top officials of the Chesapeake & Potomac Telephone 
Company to drop the color bar. Negroes are now getting more 
skilled jobs in atom plants. Says a committee staff member, a 
of Washington: “Because the President has contin- 
y said that he is determined to keep his word ... his 
spirit has seeped down to the operating agencies. ... What 
was missing before was a clear-cut declaration. ... This is 
what Ike has done . . . and why he is succeeding better than 
anybody else.” 

Of his deeds on the color front, Eisenhower has conspic- 
uously failed to make political capital. Probably an article in 
the Chicago Defender, the big Negro newspaper that sup- 
ported Truman and Stevenson, is right when it says, “The 
eason for the unprecedented move in cleaning up the capital 
and for making so many Negro political appointments is not 
so much from a political motive, while this may not be dis- 
counted, but more from the deep-seated moral and spiritual 
convictions of the President.” 

Of last week’s Supreme Court decision, for which Eisen- 
hower’s Attorney General had helped make the successful 
argument, not the least impressive aspect was its unanim- 
ity, transcending parties and sections. But other branches 
of government, and all branches of the American public, 
will now be needed to make the decision real. We are all 
in the midst of a gigantic historical undertaking, the per- 
fection of racial equality, that will require the whole of 
America’s great political talent. Patience and mutual ac- 
commodation will be needed, but so will firmness and a 
rooted belief in the rightness of the goal. Of all these qual- 
ities, the White House is setting an example for the nation.

This diagram shows a way to provide the electrical capacity needed in the 
appliance-loaded homes of today. This particular example illustrates the maxi- 
mum capacity required for a house that has an area of 1,500 square feet or less 
and uses electricity for everything except the main heating system. 

Bringing the electricity into the house is a three-wire service line (middle, 
left) which connects with a 100-ampere main switch and "fuse-box” panel. So 
equipped, the system can safely and efficiently deliver 20,000 watts, the biggest 
electrical load almost any U.S. household will demand at any one time. 

From the panel, power feeds out through different branch circuits. Three 


1,750-watt general-purpose circuits (thin black line) care for lights and low- 
wattage appliances (gray backgrounds). Four 2,300-watt appliance circuits (heavy 
black line) care for higher-wattage appliances (light red backgrounds). Ten spe- 
cial circuits care for appliances (darker red backgrounds) which need circuits 
all their own. Two with 2,300-watt capacity (thin red line) guarantee uninter- 
rupted service to furnace controls and food freezer: two more supply dishwasher 
and clotheswasher. The six others, with from 4,000 to 12,500-watt capacity 
(heavy red line) provide the large amount of power needed by room air condi- 
tioners, bathroom heater, kitchen range, clothes dryer and hot-water heater.

A LONG GUN FOR SHOOTING ATOMS 


Linear accelerator at Stanford University sports a 220-foot-long barrel 


Stanford University’s nuclear physicists were 
too impatient to wait until 1956 when their 
one billion electron-volt linear accelerator will 
be finished. So they are already running ex- 
periments, operating at half capacity. Even at 
this, their accelerator is one of the most power- 
ful atom smashers. Unlike most other particle 
accelerating machines—such as betatrons and 
which whirl particles around a 
doughnut-shaped course until they reach high 
eed—the linear accelerator uses a straight, 
oot-long copper tube, a sort of “rifle bar- 
rel” through which electrons are fired. These 
electrons are propelled by microwaves, picking 
up speed and getting heavier as they ride the 
waves through the tube. When they fly out the 
far end, about 1,000 times normal mass and 
going nearly the speed of light, they are easily 
capable of piercing nuclei of atoms in a target.

Varied, vigorous art 
enlivens Brazil exhibit 


‘A decade ago the contemporary art of Latin 
America was scarcely known outside its na- 
tive boundaries. Most local painters and sculp- 
tors stayed put in their studios and their work 
seldom went abroad. Only Mexico with its big 
four—Rivera, Orozco, Siqueiros and Tamayo 
—was internationally known for its art. 

Now, taking the lead from Mexico, Brazil 
has become the international art center of Lat- 
in America, It took a first step in 1951 when 
the booming city of Sio Paulo held a big ex- 
hibition of art from Europe and the Americas. 
This year Séo Paulo repeated with a far larger 
show, which drew 4,000 works from all over 
the world and 200,000 visitors from Europe 
and the Western Hemisphere, Of the works ex- 
hibited nearly half were produced by artists 
of Latin America. This turriout was impres- 
sive not only in its size but also in its char- 
acter. It revealed that the Latin Americans, 
working far from the centers of modern art, 
had absorbed the revolutionary modern styles 
and put them to their own uses. As the works 
on these seven pages show, they are produc- 
ing a vigorous and varied art, bright with the 
colors of the tropics, vibrating with rhythms 
like their music, rich with the picturesque 
scenes and imageries of their native countries,

THE MAKING 
OF A SAINT 


Canonization comes after the scrutiny of a life, the trial of a soul and refutation 


of the ‘Devil’s Advocate.’

extraordinary ceremonies ever devised in honor of man and 
God: the Roman Catholic Church solemnly inseribes a new 
name on the roster of its saints. The climax of the ceremony occurs 
in St. Peter’s Square, beneath the eyes of the famous stone saints 
standing guard in a vast open cirele atop the magnificent Bernini cc 
umns. Iti is dusk, the time of day when the palaces and ruins of Re

seem more alive than ever, stirring in the approaching shadows after 


their sun-drenched sleep. Barring a sudden setback in his health, 
Pope Pius XII presides in person. In the sedia gestatoria, the big 
chair of state, he is carried high above the heads 
of the crowd to an altar erected on the steps of 
the Basilica of Peter's. Seated on a throne 
and wearing his jewel-studded miter, the Pope is 
surrounded by his cardinals and bishops. 

A prelate makes a formal request, “instanter, 
instantius, instantissime” [urgently, more ur- 
gently, most urgently], of the Pope to canonize 
the new saint, A spokesman for the Pope replies 
that first further Hi ne guidance must be asked. 
All kneel in silence, The Pope stands and intones 
the Veni Creator: 


Come Holy Ghost 

Fill the Hearts of Thy faithful 
And kindle in them the fire 
Of Thy divine love... 


Then he proclaim ‘o the honor of the most 
holy and undivided Trinity, and for the exalta- 
tion of the Catholic faith and the increase of the 
Christian religion, through the authority of Our 
Lord Jesus Christ, of the Holy Apostles Peter and 
Paul, and of Ourselves, after mature deliberation 
and many peititions for the Divine assistance 

. . we decree and define that Blessed Pius X is a saint... . 
In the name of the Father, and of the Son and of the Holy Ghost.” 

Then all the church bells in Rome ring out in a sudden, mighty 
symphony. 

From that instant Roman Catholics all over the world are 1) per- 
mitted to venerate Giuseppe Melchiorre Sarto, an Italian cobbler’s son, 
better known to history as Pope Pius X; and 2) required to believe 
that he is in heaven and has strong powers of intercession, that 
he can be reached by prayer, can place special pleas before God and 
through Him be able to work miracles. 

Giuseppe Sarto will be the 4,394th on the Martyrologium Roma- 
num, the Church’s list of universally recognized saints, a record kept 
since the 16th Century. The actual number of saints, going back 
beyond orderly records to the earliest times of Christendom, is proba- 
bly nearer 20,000. 

“The saints have their own country,” wrote Pascal, “their radi- 
ance, their victory, their nobility.” In modern times the country of 
the saints has become terra incognita to millions of men—a strange 
and unreal land of the past, whose radiance must compete with the 
neon riots of materialism, whose nobility is misunderstood in the 
shallowness of casual beliefs. Yet that country, which once was more 
real to Christians than their own nations, is being rediscovered.

Saints are back in fashion. So far in this century Rome has al- 
ready canonized more saints (65) than throughout ‘the entire 19th 
Century (42). Outside the Church, too, the saint has again become 
an interesting figure. As Mr. Graham Greene has suggested i in one 
of his novels, today’s saint may even wear modern dress, drink Mar- 
tinis and often seem remarkably close to being a sinner. Yet the 
prov of canonization is still widely regarded as a mystery. How 
does a man become canonized as a saint? 

In the dawn of Christianity all men and women who believed in 
Jesus Christ were thought worthy of sainthood. Later the name was 

reserved only for those who died as martyrs. 
In the Middle Ages any Christian might be 


locally venerated who died with a reputation 
for a saint! 
that e 


life or “in the odor of sanctity’ — 
pecially sweet smell, conquering the usual 
y of the flesh, which was thought to at- 
tend saintly persons. 

In time the Church realized that stricter spir- 
itual regulation was needed. Early in the 12th 
Century, for example, Pope Alexander III learned 
that the honors of martyrdom had been given 
a man in Lisieux, France who was killed in 
a drunken brawl. The Pope thundered, “The 
Apostle says that drunkards shall not possess 
the Kingdom of God. Therefore presume not 
henceforth to honor that man. ...”” Finally, 
under Urban VIII (1623-1644) and Benedict 
XIV (1740-— 1758), detailed rules for canonization 
came into force. 

Following these rules, the “Cause” of Pope 
Pius X was first proposed by friends in 1928, 15 
years after his death. In 1930 bishops in the 
various Italian dioceses in which he had lived 
appointed tribunals to investigate his life. The 
result of these local investigations was forwarded 
to the Congregation of Rites at the Vatican, which examined the mas- 
sive dossier and in 1944 submitted it with a favorable recommenda- 
tion to Pope Pius XIL. A new, more thorough investigation was now 
started, and seven years later the Pope proclaimed the beatification of 
Pius X. This meant that Pius henceforth might be called “Blessed” 
and that he might be venerated—but only in specifically designated 
communities where he once lived and worked. 

After beatification the same proceedings were repeated; this time 
they were briefer; they culminated in canonization. 

The 26-year assessment of Pius X was concerned with two major 
matters. One was miracles. Four miracles are required under the 
rules, two before beatification and two new ones before canonization. 
While the age of miracles may not have passed, it has certainly 
become less colorful. 

In the almost endless catalog of the saints’ past deeds can be found 
St. Aldebrand (12th Century). a vegetarian who, when served roast 
partridge, caused the bird to fly away; St. Leufredus (Eighth Cen- 
tury) who, when ridiculed because of his bald head, caused the scoffer 
to turn bald instantly; St. Hilarian (Eighth Century) who after being 
decapitated picked up his head and presented it to his mother; St. 
John the Almsgiver (Seventh Century) who, when buried, caused 
two dead bishops to move over in their grave to make room for him;

and the Venerable Bede (Eighth Century) who preached so elo- 
quently that a heap of stones found tongue and exclaimed at the 
end of his sermon, “Amen, Venerable Bede!” 

In the last two or three centuries miracles have been consid- 
erably less sensational, perhaps because the Church has become 
increasingly vigilant against superstition and increasingly care- 
ful before it confirms any miracle. Nowadays, miracles are al- 
most always supernatural cures. Two specialists, preferably non- 
Catholics, are required to swear that the recovery of a given patient 
could not be explained by any known 
scientific facts (mental or nervous dis- 
eases are strictly excluded). In the case 
of Pius X, one of his more recent mir- 
acles concerned a lawyer named Fran- 
cesco Belsani, 65, of Naples, who was 
suffering from a serious lung ailment, 
“All medical cures failing,” said the 
Vatican report, “the patient and his 
wife tuned with fervent prayers to 
Blessed Pius X, and a picture of him as 
well as some flowers from his tomb 
were placed on the patient’s chest. On 
the evening of Aug. 26, 1951, according 
to the attending physician, the patient 
MoT was on the point of death. But during 
help the family of eight. S the night he felt suddenly better and 

ied before son became Pope. a few hours later the doctor in charge 

confirmed a complete recovery. ...” 

Apart from the miracles, the investigation had to show that Pius 
X possessed the Christian virtues to a “heroic degree.” Proof had to 
be brought concerning the heroic practice of the three theological 
virtues—Faith, Hope Vand Cl arity—as well as the four cardinal 
virtues—prudence, justice, fortitude and temperance. Moreover, 
the record must be free of any evidence that Pius X was ever ven- 
erated during his lifetime, since theologians consider veneration of 
the living a possible sign of diabolic influence. (The Cause was 
reportedly held up for years because it was brought out that some 
devout but misguided Venetians had lit candles to Pius during his 
lifetime; lawyers for Pius argued that this represented affection 
rather than veneration and finally won the point.) 

The successive tribunals investigated every word and every 
action in the life of Pius X. Hundreds of witnesses testified. Bundles 
of affidavits were introduced. And throughout, one prelate was 
assigned to the task of raising objections at every turn. He was the 
Promoter General of the Faith, popularly known as the Devil’s 
Advocate. He is present in all sanctification proceedings, and not 
until all his objections are satisfactorily answered does the Church 
consider it safe to pronounce anyone a saint. 

What was said about Pius X by the long pa 
What objections did the Devil’s Advocate 
sure, for the record of the proceedings ma 
long after canonization, and some parts of 
at all. So this investigation of a life, this trial of a soul, which went 
on for so many years in bishops’ chambers and Vatican offices, must 
for a time remain unknown. Yet it is possible to reconstruct an 
inquiry into the life of Pius X, before another tribunal. 

The imaginary tribunal here assembled consists of some of the 
men and women who became saints before Pius. For surely, re- 
gardless of what learned theologians in the Vatican may decide, 
saints should have a right to examine anyone proposed as a new 
member of their illustrious company. The witnesses appearing be- 
fore this tribunal are the men and women whose lives touched the 
life of Pius X. They have come to tell what sort of man he was. 
They are all dead; their testimony given here is imaginary. But 
what they relate are the known facts of Pius X’s life. And in many 
cases their own words are used, as they have been recorded over 
the years by historians and biographers.

RANCESCO GECHERLE, teacher: “In the 1840s I was schoolmas- 

ter in the village of Riese in the Veneto. It was a poor village. 
I remember young Sarto very well. Giuseppe Melchiorre Sarto. 
Everyone called him Beppe. He was a very handsome, blue-eyed 
boy, and very strong, as he showed more than once when he got 
into brawls with the | other pupils. They liked him because he was 
strong, but also because he was gentle. He was bright too, very 
bright, always winning prizes at school. The pastor of Riese and I 
often talked about Beppe, because he told us he wanted to be a 
priest. He was very serious about it. But to be a priest, he would

have to go to the proper schools, and his father did not think he 
could afford it.” 
Giovanni Battista Sarto, cobbler: “Of course I could not afford 
it. I was a cobbler by trade, but who had money to buy shoes in 
Riese? Not enough shoes, at any rate, to feed my family—eight 
children. I did odd jobs around the town: sweeping the town hall, 
running the post office. I owned a little land and a small house 
right next to the Tavern of the Two Swords, which belonged to 
my brother. I needed Beppe in Riese to help me, not away at the 
ginnasio, reading books. But in the end my wife talked me into it. 
We gave up trying to get a bigger house and sent Beppe to the 
junior seminary in Castelfranco, about four miles from our village. 
He walked back and forth every day, with his shoes slung over his 
shoulders to save the leather. Just outside Castelfranco he put on 
his shoes so that the people in the town would not see him bare- 
foot. Later I managed to get him a little cart and donkey so he 
could drive to school. I remember he used to stand up in the cart, 
very proud, holding the reins like a charioteer.” 
Marcnenrra Sarto, born Sanson: “I will never forget the day I 
saw my son wear a cassock for the first time. He had won a scholar- 
ship to the seminary in Padua, and when I saw him in his black 
cassock I cried. I knew that he was not a child any more, and not 
completely my son either. I told his brother and his sisters that 
they must no longer call him tu, from now on they must call him 
voi, respectfully, just as they called their priest or the teacher. It 
did not matter that the cassock was a hand-me-down from the 
parish priest. Beppe never minded that sort of thing. Many years 
later, when he was made Patriarch of Venice, he bought his cardi- 
nal’s cloak cheap from the valet of another cardinal who had just 
died. He was never one to waste money.” 
Dov Perro Jacuzzi: “I was curate at Riese when Giuseppe Sarto 
was a boy and I knew him all my life. I cannot say that there was 
anything about him at first that ‘marked him as a future prince of 
the Church, much less as a saint. But he was always good and 
intelligent and he had a great capacity to inspire love. The village 
took up a collection for him every year to pay for his books and 
clothes at the college seminary. One summer, when he came home 
for a vacation, he was asked to preach a sermon in our church. It 
as strange. One moment he was just a boy home from school, 
father with his chores; and the next he stood in the 
pulpit preaching as though he were already a priest. His sermon 
moved the parish so that afterwards there were 48 lire in the col- 
lection plate—and that, as far as I am concerned, was the first 
miracle he ever worked.” 


‘He was good at making noodles’ 


Sarto: “When my brother was sent to Tombolo, not far 

from e, to be curate there, I went along to keep house for 
him. I have never known anyone to work so hard or eat so little. 
After celebrating the Masses, and preaching, and making his sick 
calls, and teaching the children their catechism, and playing bocce 
with the men to make them feel at ease, and teaching in the night 
school, and doing all the other things a curate must do, he sat up 
till all hours reading. He never slept more than four hours. Often 
he would come into the kitchen and help me; he was good at mak- 
ing noodles. 

“But more than anything, he paid attention to the poor. I don’t 

know how much he gave away in the nine years we were at Tom- 
bolo. He gave away our food stores, our firewood, even his shirts. 
Much later, when he was a cardinal, I still had to lock up his shirts 
or else he would have given them away. And ever so often, when 
he wanted money for the poor, he went to the pawnshop in Tom- 
bolo to pawn our cutlery. All his life he was in and out of pawn- 
shops. When he was Bishop of Mantua, he pawned his episcopal 
ring; when he was Patriarch, he sold his gold watch. 
Bisop F. M. Zinetu: “I well remember telling him, ‘If I'm not 
careful, you'll pawn the censer right out of your church.’ He came 
to my diocese from Tombolo to be pastor of Salzano, a town of 
about 2,000 people. That was in 1867, when he was He was a 
gentle priest, but stubborn, He insisted on visiting all the families 
there, including Protestants, Jews, even Freemasons. I reprimand- 
ed him—I thought it was improper and a waste of time. He said, 
‘Monsignor, Jesus the Good Shepherd said, “I have other sheep 
too which do not belong to this fold; I must bring them in too.” 
I dropped the matter. 

“He spoke in a colorful Venetian dialect. To a child slow in learn- 
ing his catechism, he would say, ‘By the time you make your First 
Communion, your beard will reach from here to Mestre.’ His ser- 
mons were always clear and simple; he tried them out on Filomena,

On the seventh ballot 
Sarto was elected. He broke into tears. Then he looked at the altar 
and said in a low voice, ‘Fiat voluntas tua [Thy will be done}.’ ~

on it, perhaps that message to the conclave was a mistake. I did 
not know how stiff-necked Sarto could be. Almost the first thing 
he did as Pope was to issue a decree forbidding, under pain of e 
communication, any attempt to veto a papal election. Some years 
later, when the great war broke out, I sent word to him that I 
hoped he would bless my armies and those of German He grew 
very red in the face, my ambassador reported, and ct ‘T ble: 
peace, not war!’ No, [ had no idea how stiff-necked he iu be. 
Grovannt Gornatt: “He allowed me to come and be his valet in the 
Vatican. He did not change much. At his coronation one of the h- 
ops noticed that his miter was on crooked and had to s 
out for him. He would still wipe his pen on the sleeve of hi 
forgetting that he now was wearing a white one. And he did not like 
the sedia, the big gilded chair of state in which they carried him 
about on great occasions; he said it made him dizzy. He still worked 
the same hours, and he allowed only five lire to be spent on each of 
his meals. He never let anyone kiss his slipper, as was the custom.

To which both friends and enemies of Giuseppe Sarto might 
answer. They might point out that while he never faced the stake

first Pope crowned in the 20th Century. Shorn of their temporal 
power, the Popes were prisoners in the Vatican, In 1881 a Roman 
mob threatened to throw the remains of Pius IX into the Tiber. 
Tt was an age when all religion was widely regarded as a medieval 
fraud, when nothing was good beyond the reach of human prog- 
. when nothing at all was thought to exist beyond the grasp 
of human reason. Giuseppe Sarto himself wrote: “God has been 
driven out of public life . He has been driven out of science, 
now that doubt has been raised to a system; He has been driven 
out of art, degraded to an exaggerated realism; He has been driven 
~ which has assumed the morality of the flesh; He has 
en from education by the abolition of religious training: 
He has been driven out of the family which is no lon pnsidered 
sacred in its origin. . We must fight the capital crime of our 
day, which is the substitution of man for God 

‘He fought that fight without compromise. He se 
who forever spoke of “pious Popes.” He said, “One would like 
to see a Pope some day who is not pious. People who talk that 
way think that the Pope ought to be relegated to the depths of the 
temple, occupied only in giving benedictions.” 

He refused to stay in the depths of the temple.

The other conflict was theological. A group of Western Euro- 
pean laymen and priests (including France’s Abbé Alfred Loisy. 
Britain’s Jesuit Father George Tyrell and Italy’s Don Romolo Mur- 
ri) adve in Catholic dogma, Their aim 
ely in line with the theories of 
evolution and science which—in ridiculously oversimplified forms 
—were at that time becoming something of a new religion to mil- 
lions. The would-be reformers questioned the divinity of Christ 
and the authenticity of the Gospel, denied the Catholic doctrine 
that Jesus Christ had personally founded the Church, and asserted 
that the Christian faith had not been laid down once for all but 
could evolve from age to age. These and similar theological the- 
ories were lumped together under the name of Modernism, It was 
an unfortunate name, for when the Pope denounced Modernism, 
many misunderstood him and believed that he was speaking out 
against all things modern—some even thought that electric light 
was to be condemned as evil—instead of merely against a specific 
set of theological notions. 

Pius X condemned Modernism with sorrowful anger, formally 
declared it a heresy and required from all clergy a specific oath (in 
force to this day) that they would fight Modernist errors. Taken 
together with his harsh words against the Church’s theological lib- 
erals (“wolves in lambs’ clothing”), Pius X’s stand against Mod- 
ernism led even some Catholics to call him a reactionary. They 
contrasted him with his predecessor, Leo XIII, who had stirred 
the world with his famed encyclical, Rerum Novarum, which dras- 
tically liberalized the Church’s social thinking and spoke out for 
the human rights of the worker in the modern era, Today virtually 
all Catholic writers (and many non-Catholic) will agree that Pius 
X was right in his stand against Modernism; unchecked, it could 
have destroyed the Catholic Church. 


HE testimony on the pontificate of Pius X continues. Now it 

turns back again to the man who stood behind the policies and 
symbols of the Papac: 
Rosa Sano: “He asked my sisters and me to come and live in 
Rome. We had an apartment not far from the Vatican and we went 
to see him twice a week, to talk and say the Rosary together. When | 
we first arrived, they made a great fuss about us and some said 
we ought to get titles. ‘I have already made them the sisters of the 
Pope,” "said my brother. “What more can I do for them?’ They also 
said we should not continue wearing black country scarves on our 
heads, so we bought some fine Paris hats. The first time he saw 
us in them, he laughed and said, ‘How homely you look in those.’ 
We never wore them again when we came to see him.”

Perhaps that is the mission of Giuseppe Sarto in a time of tot- 
tering creeds.

Perhaps it means that they must forever strug 
to undo other men’s deeds, forever fight to overcome other m 
indifference, forever goad other men out of the drab mediocrity 
of evil.
